The
members want the bill, but strong
influence re-inforced by sophistical
arguments, have been brought to
beur to prevent the passage of any
measute thaut will insure a free ex-
pression of the will of the people.
Those members who hesitate
about keeping their party pledge,
should bear in mind that nobody
who has investigated the questivn
opposes the Australian ballot sys-
tem, but those who expect to force
employes to vote against their
convictions, or those who hrope to
profit by handiing the sacks by
which corrupt voters are persuad-
" ed to support unworthy or unpopus-
lar candilates.

In the early part of the session
several Amendments were propos-
od making an Educati ual gqualifi-
cation for voters All [ these have
been stricken out by the Juint
Commiitee and a milk and water
substitute presented It is time
that the premium upon ignorance
should be withdrawn; and there
are men in the Legislature who
realize the cowardice of knuckling
to the ignorant and prejudiced
voters so fully, that it is pirobable
that one of the criginal Amen:|-
ments will yet be pushed through,
The man who has been here | ng
enough or is old enough to vote,
and can't read, muy be salely

counted as a bad voter.
